Editor s Note: The last decade has 
brought a 
flurry 
of 
laws 
and 
regulations designed to protect con­ 
sumers. Not everyone agrees about the 
effectiveness of some of the laws, but 
no one denies that consumers have 
greater legal clout than ever before

Complaining consumers are finding 
that the law is often on their side these 
days in the battle of the market place 


Many of the things taken for granted 
today are the result of legislation 
passed within the last IO years Until 
1968, for example, lenders did not have 
to disclose the annual interest charge 
cot revolving credit accounts. 


Among key federal consumer laws 
cited by the Consumer Federation of 
America are the Drug Control Bill of 
1962, the Truth in Packaging Act of 
1966, the Truth in landing law of 1968, 
the 1972 legislation establishing Hie 
Consumer I‘rod u ct Safety Commission 
and the Magnuson-Moss Warranty Act 
of 1975 


(Xher laws and regulations involving 
consumer rights cover such subjects 
as price fixing, discrimination in 
credit granting and responsibility for 
products that don’t work. 


State and local legislators, mean­ 
while, also have strengthened con­ 
sumer rights. Several states now 
require unit pricing in supermarkets 
Antitrust laws have been improved in 
other areas There are stricter licens­ 
ing provisions for repairmen, Con­ 
sumer education programs have been 
set up in the public schools 


Here is a look at some key federal 
laws and rules and what they do: 
—Drug Control Bill: It requires that 
drugs be proved effective and given 
approval by the government before 
marketing It also requires drug man­ 
ufacturers to register with the 
government and provide information 
about contents on product labels. 
-Truth in Packaging 
TTie law 
requires that household products 
generally sold in supermarkets and 
drugstores be clearly and accurately 
labeled regarding contents, net quan­ 
tity, the name of the manufacturer and 
the number of servings, where ap­ 
plicable. 
—Truth in landing. 
This law 
requires lenders to disclose annual as 
well as monthly interest charges on 
revolving accounts It makes sure that 
buyers know that the small-sounding 
14 per cent monthly charge is really 
18 per cent a year 
-Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission: It was established under a 
law passed Oct. 27, 1972 The panel 
began operations on May 14, 1973 to 
protect the public against "unrea­ 
sonable risks of injury' associated with 
consumer 
products; " 
to help in­ 
dividuals evaluate the comparative 
safety of different items; and to 
develop uniform safety standards for a 
wide variety of goods. 
The commission has recalled more 
than 20 million allegedly unsafe items, 
but it reports that many of them - 83 
per cent on the average through the 
first year and a half of operation — 
were never returned by the pur­ 
chasers, even when a refund or 
replacement was offered. 
The commission also has come in for 
criticism from some consumer groups, 
including the Consumer Federation of 
America, which charged that the panel 
is not concentrating on the real issues 
These groups attacked the commission 
for working to establish mandatory 
standards for such things as ar­ 
chitectural glass and swimming pool 
slides, rather than basic necessities 
"You have to wonder who decides 
what (about priorities) over there," 
said Midge Shubow of the federation 
—Credit: Several laws, starting with 
the Fair Credit Reporting.Act of 1971, 
give consumers the right to review 
their credit file, require credit gran­ 
ters to tell rejected applicants why 
they were turned down, make it illegal 
for creditors to discriminate on the 
basis of race, religion, color, national 
origin, sex, marital status or age and 
provide procedures for settling billing 
disputes 
Those procedures require com­ 
panies to resolve any complaint within 
90 days of receiving a written notice of 
the grievance. The creditor can’t close 
your account or threaten you with 
retaliation during this period. In ad­ 
dition, if you charge something and it 
turns out to be defective, you don’t 
have to pay the credit card company, 
providing you first try' to work out the 
dispute with the store Previously, the 
credit granter had no responsibility for 
quality of the product involved. 
- Magnuson-Moss Warranty 
Act: 
The 1975 law 
requires that 
any 
warranty provided by a manufacturer 
or retailer be written in simple 
language. A Federal Trade Com­ 
mission rule, effective Jan. I, 1977, re­ 
quires a warranty to include a clear 
description of products and parts 
covered — and not covered. 


The warranty also must state what 
the warrantor will do in the event of a 
defect, with a list of which services will 
be paid for and provided and which 
will not. If a manufacturer will pay for 
the cost of replacement parts, for 
example, but will charge extra for 
labor, he must say so clearly. 
The warranty must also include a 
step-by-step explanation of what you 
should 
do 
to 
get 
repairs 
or 
replacements, how long the warranty 
is good for ami Information about what 
to do in case of a dispute. 
The law encourages informal and 
independent ways to settle disputes 
fairly, quickly and cheaply. The law 
does not provide specifics, but an FTC 
rule, taking effect July 4, sets min­ 
imum standards for things such as 


record-keeping and audits The law 
allows warrantors to require that these 
informal dispute-settling mechanisms 
be used as a first step in resolving 
consumer complaints and, in certain 
cases, exempts warrantors from class 
action suits if they use these processes 
—Mail Orders: A Federal Trade 
Commission rule that took effect Feb 
2 requires mail order firms to fill or­ 
ders within 30 days or give consumers 
their money back 
- R eal 
Estate Settlement and 
Procedures Act The law requires that 
mortgage lenders disclose, in advance 
of a sale, the settlement costs for both 
buyer and seller The lender must use 
a uniform settlement statement, 
prepared by the Housing and Urban 
Development Department, and must 


give buyers a booklet prepared by 
HUD explaining settlement costs. The 
law 
gives consumers more in­ 
formation about things such as 
charges made by lenders to cover 
administrative loan copis and fees that 
must la- paid to the person or company 
handling details of the final trans­ 
action 
Moving 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
recently 
adopted new rules requiring truckers 
of 
household 
goods 
to 
assume 
responsibility for loss or damage to all 
items they accept for shipment Pre­ 
viously, movers often refused to ac­ 
cept responsibility for unusually 
fragile or valuable items The new 
rules also include lim itations on 
liability 
The 
company 
is 
not 


responsible for perishable articles, for 
example, the mover does not know 
such items are being shipped 
Agency for Consumer Advocacy 
The ( drummer Federation of America 
lists the creation of an independent 
consumer agency within tile federal 
government as a key goal But the 
legislation is still pending after years 
of debate It passed U>th houses of 
Congress last year and went before a 
conference committee. President 
Ford, however, says he will veto the 
bill, contending that it would simply 
create an additional bureaucracy.

And if there is. what is it like'’ Is I lod 
wearing a long white beard and a choir 
robe, as Christian children sometimes 
visualize Him'’ Is there a "three- 
decker universe” - lieaven, earth and 
hell? 
Scientists at last are lightning to 
delve into these universal questions, 
which have been the stile province of 
theologians for centuries. They are 
.studying the experiences of thousands 
of persons who "died,” clinically, and 
then were resuscitated back to life 
And they are finding hope The New 
York Times reports that psychiatrist 
Dr Kllzabeth Rubier-lions, a noted 
researcher of people who have had 
* the death experience." is certain, 
"beyond a shadow of a doubt,” that 
there is life after death 
"None of the patients who have had a 
death experience, and returned,” she 
maintains, "are ever afraid to die.” 
If the new research, now tieing 
conducted in several areas of science 
and medicine, proves affirmative, this 
earth 
will 
be 
miraculously 
revolutionized 
lxive and kindness 
would replace hatred and violence, as 
human beings apprenticed for secure 
spots in eternity Faith would replace 
fear, as death became welcomed as a 
blissful benet actor rather than grim 
reaper. . . 
My first glimmer of hope in a 
skeptical world came more Hum IO 
years ago in the revelation of a life 
magazine editor, who had technically 
“died" of a penicillin allergy reaction, 
and was brought back to life a few 
minutes later, lie said that during the 
period when his heart stopped beating, 
he hud a sensation of incredible 
warmth and comfort, as though he had 
l>een taken up in a loving embrace. 
Similar experiences are being 
described by those today who have 
passed through clinical death. Dr 
Kubler-Itoss told 
an 
audience at 
Earlham College last year that hun­ 
dreds such 
persons had described 
three sensations: a sense of the soul 
floating out of the body, feelings of 
deep peace and wholeness, and a 
meeting with someone who had 
previously died. 
Psychiatrist Dr Raymond A. Moody 
Jr., author of “ life After life,’* 
described sunilar sensations among 
people who had been resusciated after 
bodily death, and added that some tell 
of being bathed in a large bright beam 
of light associated, sometimes, with a 


religious figure such as Jesus Christ 
He said that most of his subjects also 
felt an "out-of-body” experience of 
watching, from outside, as their bodies 
underwent resusciution efforts. 
Until this recent research, 
the 
question of immortality in another 
world las opposed to immortality in 
the sense of "living on” through one’s 
children and earthly achievements) 
had been generally ignored by the 
scientific community. In fact, science 
had set l>ack the concept which was 
once accepted on faith by believers in 
many religions. In an interview a few 
years ago, Krwin C anham, editor in 
chief of 'Hie (hristian Science Monitor, 
pointed out, "The concept of the three-

The Soviet astronauts even made a 
little cheap humor when they reported 
bark to Khrushchev that they had seen 
no angels an dno signs of heaven as 
they orbited the earth.”

I know that there is an operation for 
deafness Can all kinds of deafness be 
helped with this operation? 
Mrs S. I,., Neb 
Dear Mrs. L : 
During the past 25 years enormous 
strides have been made in surgery of 
the mastoids, the middle ear and the 
inner ear. 
One of the most remarkable 
operations for deafness is known as 
"stapedectomy." It is commonly 
called the “stapes" operation. 
ITii* type of surgery is aimed at a 
disease called “otosclerosis,” The 
condition is an inherited one. It tends 
to occur more frequently in men than 
in women. Young women, during their 
child-bearing period, may become 
aware of 
impairment of 
hearing 
following childbirth. 
The stapes operation is a delicate 
one It is performed under a ‘‘surgical 
microscope.” The results are often 
spectacular. 
Another type of operation is known 
as 
the 
"tympanoplasty.” 
This 
operation is performed to reconstruct 
the eardrum and the nudrile ear in 
carefully chosen cases 
There are other forms of surgery 
that include skin transplants and 
reconstruction of the middle ear with 
synthetic materials. 
Despite the many accomplishments 


in this area there are still many types 
of deafness which cannot be treated 
surgically. 
The elderly may have a loss of 
hearing known as "sensorineural,” or 
“nerve,” deafness 
Surgery is not 
effective. 
Children born with congenital 
deafness, usually "nerve” deafness, 
are not candidates for surgery. 
There are many tests made with 
tuning forks and 
audiometers to 
determine the exact nature of deaf­ 
ness Many complex studies, known as 
"recruitment” and "discrimination,’’ 
can provide an 
exact profile of 
patient's deafness 
These tests can be made by ear 
specialists and by audiologists at 
hospitals, at laboratories and at the 
hearing and speech departments of 
many colleges. 
After such a careful survey of the 
entire hearing apparatus the nature of 
the deafness is determined. The best 
type of treatment is then recom­ 
mended 
Surgery 
in 
some cases 
is the 
preferred choice. In others, a well­ 
chosen hearing aid may be the most 
beneficial. In some cases, speech 
reading dip reading), in combination 
with a hearing aid, may be the only 
way to alleviate the hardship of 
deafness.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The head of 
a group representing U.S. foreign 
service officers says he is worried 
about the possibility of an "official 
coverup” in the State Department’s 
handling of the Moscow microwaves 
affair. 
John Hemenway, president of the 
American 
Foreign 
Service 
Association, contends that a more 
thorough, impartial investigation is 
needed to examine the potential health 
hazards of the radiation being beamed 
at the U.S. Embassy in Moscow by the 
Soviets. 
"I feel they ought to formally call 
together a mixed commission of ex­ 
perts’’ including several 
with no 
government ties to look into the 
situation, Hemenway said in an in­ 
terview 
Meanwhile, a 
classified State 
Department document claims that 
aluminum screening recently installed 
at the Embassy is 90 per cent effective 
in blocking out radiation that the 
document says comes from two 
searchlight-like microwave beams 
auned at the building. 
The document, prepared for use in 
closed briefings of US. 
Embassy 
employes, provides the first detailed 
official 
explanation 
of 
issues 
surrounding the microwave issue. 
Although the U.S. report cites a 
variety of technical data, it fails to 
provide firm answers to several basic 
questions — such as the purpose 
behind the Soviet electronic bom­ 
bardment. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A 
Kissinger has called the issue "a 
matter of great delicacy which has 
many ramifications,” adding that the 
United States is involved in talks with 
Soviet officials in an effort to get the 
radiation stopptnl. 
However, 
U.S. 
officials 
in 
Washington 
and 
Moscow 
have 
repeatedly refused to give any detailed 
public account about the microwave 
problem since it broke into headlines 
in early February. 
Hemenway told a meeting of the 
foreign service association’s board 
earlier this month that he believes the 
Soviet microwaves, first detected 15 
years ago, "were not calculated to pick 
up 
intelligence 
but 
to 
cause 
physiological effects on personnel.” 
He said the Soviets apparently in­ 
tended to induce effects including 
malaise, irritability and "extreme 
fatigue.” 
Hemenway also asserted thai the 
radiation might be linked to more 
serious conditions such as cataracts. 


blood changes inducing heart attacks, 
malignancies, circulatory problems 
and "permanent deterioration of the 
nervous system.” 
"The possibility of a Department of 
State official cover-up should not be 
overlooked,” said Hemenway, a vocal 
KLssinger critic who took charge of the 
association last sununer. He later 
indicated the basis for this suspicion 
was hts view that some members of the 
association panel looking into the 
problem "are creatures of Kissinger” 
who 
would 
not 
embarrass 
the 
secretary of state. 
lawrence S. Fagleburger, deputy

Hemenway’s report to the meeting 
was 
“ full

inaccuracies,

COLUMBUS, Ohio i AP) - State 
pharmacists may soon la* searching 
for something that will make people 
sick when inhaled but still not smell 
bad It may not be easy 


The search is contingent upon th* 
fate of a bill near passage in the 
legislature designed to curb glue 
sniffing, especially by youngsters in 
inner city schools.

C harles

Butts. 
D-23 
Cleveland, whose measure seemed 
simple at first, ran into complications 
last week when manufacturers came 
forw ard saying they had been unaware 
of its potential impart 
Die crux of their objections, Butts 
said, was that illness inducing agents 
that would have to be mixed with their 
products could cause odors that ren­ 
dered their products undesirable for 
their intended purpose. 
The bill centers around the idea that 
if the glue and glue products used by 
youngsters to obtain “ a cheap high” 
make them sick, they’ll stop using it 
Butts’ bill appeared greased as it 
went along an easy course through the 
Senate 
and 
House 
until 
the 
manufacturers stepped forward last 
week 
Their amendments sent the* 
measure hack to a House committee 
that already had recommended its 
passage, for the purpose of “ corrective 
amendments ” The bill had passed the 


Senate earlier without such questions 
being raised 
The Cleveland senator said he thinks 
the amendments have some merit, 
although they admittedly damage his 
proposal At least, said Butts, they will 
prolong the day when the legislation 
can art as a deterrent to sniffing and 
its attendant health hazards 


One of the amendments exempts 
industrial 
products 
from 
the 
requirement for an illness inducing 
chemical to be prescribed under the 
bill by the state pharmacy briard 


Butts said he had no objertion to that 
amendment 
“ It never was my in­

However, a second, potentially 
crippling amendment says that the 
chemical picked by the board shall not 
cause foul odors in products such as 
paints and other adhesive household 
products that otherwise would tie

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Em ­ 
ployment and wages as well as prices 
will increase over the next two years in 
the American economy, a Wright State 
University economist predicts. 
Dr. Mark Fabrycy, professor of 
economics, forecast a 2.9 per cent 
increase* in the size of the American 
labor force in 1976, followed by a 2.7 
lier cent boost in 1977. 
Wages in 1976 will increase by 9 per 
cent over 1875 levels, followed by an 8.5 
per cent rise in 1977, Fabrycy said He 
predicted, however, that consumer 
prices will keep pace with an increase 
of 6 per cent in 1976 and another 6 per 
cent in 1977 
Fabrycy said that 
his twoyear 
forecast assumes that the economy 
will not suffer any drastic or unusual 
shocks such as an oil embargo or 
extensive economic controls 
“ It has also been assumed that if a 
Democ ratic president is elected in 
1976, he will follow as policy not too 
different from that of the current 
administration," Fabrycy said

Bill Faces V ote 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
compromise charitable bingo bill that 
would permit most games of chance at 
church festivals while banning slot 
machines, roulette and craps is headed 
for a Wednesday vote in the House. 
A deadlock over gambling issues 
raised by the Senate-approved bill was 
broken Monday night by a 17-1 vote in 
the House Judiciary Committee. 
Chairman Harry J. Ix*hman, D-16 
Shaker Heights, had blocked action on 
the measure because of the inclusion of 
a section he contended would clear the 
way for I .as Vegas style gambling 
behind the veil of charity. 
“ Casino-type gambling should not be 
permitted in the state of Ohio,’’ he 
reiterated in successfully offering an 
amendment that would permit raffles, 
and midway games of chance at 
church festivals and fundraising 
bazaars. 
Church groups and educational 
organizations could aLxo play craps 
and roulette for nonmoney prizes, but 
only at festivals limited to twice each 
for periods of not more than four con­ 
secutive days. 
“ I think it’s a reasonable com­ 
promise.’’ said Dave Young, attorney 
for the Catholic Conference of Ohio. 
Young said provisions of the bill should 
not have a “ significant impact” on 
parishes’ fund-raising capabilities 
The legislation is the result of a 
ballot issue approved by voters last 
November, which added bingo to the 
state lottery as an exception to the con­ 
stitutional prohibition on gambling. 


The amendment also directed the 
General 
Assembly to define and 
regulate charitable bingo. 
Supporters of the legislation want to 
drive 
out 
professional 
bingo 
operations, running games several 
times a week under the guise of 
charity. 
The bill, sponsored by Sen. Charles 
L. Butts, D-23 Cleveland, allows any 
legitimate charitable group with an 
Internal Revenue Service tax ex­ 
emption to be licensed by the attorney 
general for bingo 
Existing law 
specifies that net profits must go to a 
chantable cause 
I^hm an’s festival amendment, 
however, was limited to religious and 
educational organizations 
Rep 
Arthur V. N. Brooks, D-14 
Cleveland, cast the lone dissenting 
vote in committee, because he said the 
bill left open possible loopholes for 
illegitimate gambling
